More Data on the New Haven FL-9 

I thought RMC readers might be 
interested in more data on the New 
Haven’s FL-9 (RMC Aug. ’65 p. 31 
plan). These locos were built in two 
batches: class EDER-5 and ERER-5a. 
The wheel arrangement is B-AlA 
with the lead truck an EMD flex-coil 
design and the second a modified SD 
type with center idler axle. A third 
rail pickup show should be shown’ 
on the lead truck, as on the rear 
truck. 

Class EDER-5 consists of 30 units, 
nos. 2000-2009, each of 1750 hp. and 
identical with the plans. Class ERER- 
5a also numbers 30 units, nos. 2030- 
2059, each of 1800 hp. These latter 
have dynamic brakes, and the roof 
pickup show shown as (A) on the 
diagram. This is used in the New 
York City tunnels where long gaps 
occur in the third rail, such as 
through complicated switchwork. 
These last units rely on their diesel 
power should they stall in these sec- 
tions. 


The FL-9 is used as a straight 
diesel-electric in either non-elec- 
trified or New Haven electrified 


zones but upon reaching the tunnels, 
the diesel is shut down and the loco- 
motive becomes a straight electric.

Train Set Consist 

Although model railroad manufac- 
turers seem to aim train sets at new- 
comers in the hobby, there is no need 
for the unprototypical qualities of 
sets on the market today. Nearly all 
HO sets, and other sizes as well, ap- 
pear to represent a sampling of the 
manufacturers’ products, with each 
given number of freight or passenger 
cars. 

A quick look at any line will show 
that while there may be variety, 
some type of car dominates. In every 
part of the country almost solid 
trains of box cars are frequent. Con- 
sists dominated by log, hopper and 
tank cars are also regional occur- 
rances. 

On passenger runs, trains of head- 
end equipment and others of coaches 
are most comrnon. 

Besides reviewing the types of cars 
dominating train consists, the off- 
line and home railroad ownership of 
equipment should be considered. Al- 
though freight trains present a spec- 
trum from ATSF red to UP yellow to 
NYC green, the home line usually 
dominates with at least 50% of the 
ears. In passenger service the off-line 
cars represent a much smaller per- 
centage. Foreign mail and Pullman 
cars are not at all rare. Some through 
Pullmans present a variety of color 
every day on certain trains. 

Now, how do the above facts match 
the current practice is assembling 
train sets? As mentioned above, 
freight sets include one car each of

Only when the buyer is looking 
for a model train rather than a toy 
train will the manufacturer change 
his compilation of rolling stock.

dropped them after a year or two, 
indicating that sales were not up to 
snuff. And another manufacturer 
who offered some 70 or so train sets 
a few years back in an attempt to 
please everybody went bankrupt. Ed.

Reversing At Speed: Don't 

There is one point overlooked in 
the reply regarding quick reversing 
(RMC Aug. ’65 p. 50). 

A motor operating normally is a 
self-regulating device. Acting as a 
generator, it produces “back E.M.F.” 
opposing the voltage on the track, 
thus keeping the current within reas- 
onable limits. Sudden reversing while 
the motor is running causes the back 
E.M.F. to add to the voltage from the 
power pack, and allows a momentary 
surge of excessive current. The re- 
sult is a strong magnetic field tending 
to demagnetize or “knock down” the

still operate today but here and | 
there one is still to be found although 
scattered pieces of the larger O gauge 
cars and locomotives still dot the 
rosters of older layouts. Commercial- 
ly, 17/64” scale kicked the bucket 
many years ago. O gaugers have been 
a reasonably content lot for years 
with quarter inch scale equipment. 

Those few die hards remaining are 
almost all scratchbuilders, as is Ken- 
neth von Steuben, of Nazareth, Pa. 
Ken’s vintage pike is now located in 
a two car garage and features a 
specially movable section of track 
that permits parking the car in the 
garage. 

Ken also still uses outside third 
rail for pickup. Operation is good and 
the expense of converting over 
twenty husky engines and an even 
larger number of freight and pas- 
senger cars isn’t worth the slight im- 
provement in appearance. Besides, 
some MU cars or a juice jack might 
be added to the roster someday.

r THE average HOer has it lucky 
insofar as obtaining kits and equip- 


ment is concerned, the same is not: 


true for S gaugers and even those 
HOers who are looking for very spe- 
cial prototypes and equipment of pet 
railroads. 

S gauger Richard N. Karnes is a 
New York Central fan and an §S 
gauger with a strong hankering for 
scale. American Flyer equipment 
‘provides a good starting point for a 
number of New York Central locos 
and cars. Largest loco on the roster 
is a giant L-2b Mohawk which utili- 
zes a Flyer Hudson body plus parts 
by Kemtron, NASG, Nord, and Rex, 
in addition to scratch built parts. The 
net result is a gorgeous Mohawk with 
excellent pulling power. 

Another rebuilt Flyer engine is the 
P&LE GP-7, now equipped with an 
Enhorning F-7 drive, new steel and 
brass frame, and rebuilt ends. Most 
of the freight cars are kit built from 
various makers but the familiar wood 
caboose is another scratch job using 
wood and styrene. 

Standard passenger cars had been 
a problem until the new Models by 
Miller were introduced, although 
American Flyer shorty Pullmans 
splice together nicely to create 85 
ft. 14-section Pullmans. 

There’s no stopping a real modeler 
when he really wants something bad 
enough. sa 
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Scale length diner was built from Models by, 
Miller kit with extra parts by Walthers, Super 
Scale. Car is painted New York Central green.

Teo modeling is very active 
in Detroit, and is unique in sev- 


eral ways. There are two strong 
traction clubs—the Michigan Electric. 
Railway Club (O Gauge), and the 
Detroit United Railway Club (HO 
Gauge). One unique factor is that 
the two clubs operate on an associ- 
ated basis. Any regular member of 
one club is automatically an associ- 
ate member of the other. Meetings of 
each club are held periodically, and 
it is seldom that MER men are not 
present at the DUR meeting, and vice 
versa. In other words, there is no 
“battle of the gauges” in Detroit. 

The O gauge group has a club lay- 
out in the basement of one of its 
members, and two of the members 
have home layouts. Prototype for the 
system is the old Michigan Electric 
Railway, which operated from De- 
troit to Fort Wayne. Rolling stock is 
almost all modeled after prototype 
Michigan Electric cars. 

Several members of the HO Club 
have layouts at their homes and take 
turns hosting club meetings. Most of 
them have chosen one of the divis- 
ions of the old Detroit United Rail- 
way for prototype: there is the Bir- 
mingham Division; the Detroit Street 
Railway Division; the Flint Division; 
the Pontiac Division; the Detroit, 
Toledo and Lake Shore Division; the 
Orchard Lake Division and the Ply- 
mouth Division. In prototype each of 
these was originally an independent 
line, finally being all brought to- 
gether as the Detroit United Railway. 
This means that equipment on the 
original lines varied widely and each 
model layout adheres pretty closely 
to the equipment originally used on 
that line. 

Another point that is unique is the 
control system used by both clubs. 
It is the so-called Four-Car Rectified 
Control System, which allows com- 
pletely independent control of each 
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of four cars concurrently, no matter 
where they are on the line or what 
direction they are going, without 
resort to any blocks or _ sections. 
Where the system first was evolved 
is not known, but Leigh Wright and 
the late Ken Lindquist of MER are 
largely responsible for the refine- 
ment and development which has 
taken place in Detroit, and which 
has resulted in a very effective and 
realistic means of traction car con- 
trol. 

Figure I shows the basic wiring 
diagram for such a system. Power is 
fed to the layout at 24 to 30 volts 
AC. Overhead is common to all cars 
on the line. The key to the system 
is the rectification used on the other 
power leg, and in the individual cars. 
Two rheostats, in parallel, are placed 
between the transformer and each 
rail making a total of four rheostats 
or controllers. In series with each 
controller is a single wave rectifier, 
one positive and one negative for 
each rail feed. Controllers A and B 
go to the left rail, and C and D to 
the right rail. 

It is necessary of course to keep 
the two rails insulated from each 
other, and to insulate all the wheels 
on one side of each car. Between the 
motor and the uninsulated wheels of 
each car another single-wave-recti- 
fier is installed, in series with the 
motor. These rectifiers, both in the 
cars and at the controllers, must be 
able to handle at least a half amp 
current at fifteen volts. In Detroit 
we use in the cars either a single 
plate selenium, or one of the new 
tophat rectifiers which recently came 
on the market. 

Now it will be seen that Car A 
can be controlled only by Controller 
A, which will have no effect what- 
ever on the operation of cars B, C 
or D. Current flows from the left rail 
through rectifier and motor to the

overhead. Rail polarity is usually 
used to designate type of car, so an 
A car is a Positive Left Rail car. Cur- 
rent is flowing from overhead to rail 
in car B, so it is known as a Negative 
Left Rail car, and so on. A small let- 
ter in the motorman’s window is used 
to designate which type of car it is, 
A or B or C or D. What were Route 
signs in prototype can be used for 
this purpose. 

Figure II shows the hookup in the 
car. For double-end operation the 
two pole hold-down hooks are con- 
nected together, then in series with 
the rectifier to the trucks. The two 
trolled pick-up poles are connected 
one to each brush of the motor. 

If your car is built of wood, card- 
board, or other non-conducting ma- 
terials, you need take no insulating 
precautions. If your car is one of the 
newer all-brass imports, however, it 
will be necessary to insulate the hold- 
down hooks from the roof, as well as 
the trolley pole bases, and to insu- 
late the motor from the floor. If you 
are making a single-ended car, this 
last is not necessary, since the only 
insulation needed is at the trolley 
pole base, with its lead to the motor 
brush which is insulated. In this case, 
however, the rectifier must be be- 
tween the trolley pole and the motor 
brush. Otherwise it will be shorted 
out. The other brush, if it is insu- 
lated, must be connected to the floor, 
or to the trucks if they are insulated 
from the floor. 

Figure II is an A car—Positive Left 
Rail. Current will flow from the left 
rail through the rectifier to the 
lowered pole and its hold-down hook, 
through the motor, thence through 
the raised pole to overhead. (Of 
course all the right-hand wheels on 
this car must be insulated.) Installing 
the rectifier with an opposite polarity 
would change this to a B car—Nega- 
tive Left Rail. . 
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Each car is receiving half-wave 
DC, or pulse power. Some will won- 
der if this does not result in over- 
heating for extended runs. The ans- 
wer is NO. Overheating by pulse 
power is due to what is called a 
“back e.m.f.”. This is a momentary 
back-surge of current which takes 
place between the cycles of the half- 
waves, and is induced by the motor 
windings and magnet. The motor in 
effect becomes a generator for the 
instant. But the presence of the rec- 
tifier in the car, right at the motor, 
prevents this back surge from flow- 
ing; so without the back e.m.f there 
is no overheating of the motor wind- 
ings. Cars have been run literally for 
hours at a time at shows and exhibits, 
with only normal heating of the 
motor. 

Incidentally, it is the fact that the 
cars are receiving only half-wave 
that determines the source voltage. 
Since only half of each wave is 
passed by the rectifiers, the effective 
average voltage at the motor from 
the 24 to 30 volt source is only 12 to 
15 volts, less a small loss in the recti- 
fier and any line loss which may 
take place. 

Reference again to Figure II will 
show that the car can be reversed by 
changing poles. This changes the di- 
rection of the current through the 
motor, but not through the car. It is

still from rail to overhead. But... 
now it is a C car... in other words, 
going the other direction it has be- 
come a Positive Right Rail car. But 
obviously, it still answers to the same 
controller. How come? 

Particularly in the case of a freight 
motor or steeple cab, it may be de- 
sirable to have panel board reversing 
for switching operations. This can be 
accomplished by installing a bypass 
for the rectifier in the car with a 
simple SPST switch, as shown by the 
dotted line in Figure II. Then the 
car will respond to polarity reverse 
from the control panel. This means 
too, of course, that the panel must 
have an alternate arrangement to 
provide 12-volt full-wave DC to that 
section of track which will be used 
for the switching, such as in the 
yards, and that this section must be 
arranged to permit electrical isola- 
tion from the rest of the layout. Re- 
versing can also be accomplished, 
when the rectifier is bypassed, by 
using the opposite polarity current. 
In the case of the A car, it will go 
forward when the A controller is 
used. When the B controller is used, 
polarity is reversed, and the car will 
reverse. Now, of course, we are using 
pure pulse power, without the non- 


heating effect of the rectifier. It is 
obvious that no other B car can be 
on the line when this is done. 

CAUTION: Never have an A and 

a B controller both on when a 

non-rectified car is on the rails. 

You will be sending 24 volt AC 

to that car. 

Figure III shows a busy moment 
at the Toledo station on Harry Darst’s 
HO Lake Shore Electric lines. DUR 
No. 7534 is in front of the station, 
about to pull out. Lake Shore No. 
170 is waiting its turn to get to the 
station. Meanwhile, the Lake Shore 
combine is about to start out on a 
local trip, southbound. While all this 
is going on, the old Lake Shore box 
motor, pulling a box trailer, stands 


by until it can take off on its daily 


milk haul to Detroit. All four of 
these cars are on separate controllers, 
and when the line clears, any one can 
be moved independently of the other 
three. 

This brings up. the question of 
proper polarity in the rails. If your 
track plan is a loop, then the left 
rail is always left, and the right rail 
is always right. But, if you have a 
loop-to-loop track plan, then some 
means must be found to get each rail 
connected to its proper controller. s&

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The Birthplace of the BRT 


On a cool September evening in 1883, eight men 
sat in D&H Caboose No. 10 and organized what 
was to become the largest of all the operating 
railroad unions: the Brotherhood of RR Trainmen. 





For years the old caboose had lain in a yard shorn of trucks. In 


1924 the D&HRR, at its own cost, restored the car with trucks from 


a similar caboose. Plaques on sides give history, president's names. 





The birthplace of the Brotherhood of Railroad 
Trainmen is today enshrined in a quiet On- 
eonta park, not far from the busy Delaware 
& Hudson.

ROBABLY the most famous ca- 
boose in railroad history, Dela- 
ware & Hudson Canal Co. No. 10, 
played host to a secret meeting on a 





cool September evening in 1883, 
when eight railroad trainmen met 
there and organized what was to be- 
come the giant 200,000 member 
Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen. 
In an era of giant railroad monopo- 
lies, the trainmen felt a strong need 
to organize. And they did. 

The caboose eventually became a 
trackside shanty, shorn of its origi- 
nal couplers and trucks. In 1924, the 
Delaware & Hudson Railroad recog- 
nizing its historic importance restored 
the car using replacement parts from 
another caboose of the same period. 
The car is now enshrined at Oneonta, 
New York, and appears much as it 
did back in 1883 for the addition of 
commemorative plaques on the car’s 
sides.

Anyone 
is eligible except those building 
models professionally. Entries must 
be submitted through participating 
NMRA regions for judging as an- 
nounced by the region. Regional win- 
ners will automatically qualify for 
the 1966 NMRA national convention 
finals.

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Wit four feet being a standard 
width for Homasote and ply- 
wood, it is not strange that many 
small layouts are built that wide, 
with lengths varying — six feet long 
is usually considered a minimum 
practical length in HO. Plenty of 
4x6, 4x8, 4x10, and so on layouts 
have been built and will be built. 
Many times two such panels are put 
together in continuing table: two 
4x6’s making a 4x12 table; again 
they are put into an L-shape. This 
time how about putting two such 
tables into a long square-U shape? 
We'll build separate layouts on a pair 
of 4x6 tables, then connect these 
tables by a narrow “neck”? which may 
run along a wall or around a corner 
of two. Indeed, the neck may spiral 
uphill, so that one of the 4x6 tables 
ends up a foot or two above the 
other! 

As an example, here is the Dexter 
& Sinister Railroad which, as drawn, 
combines standard and narrow gauge 
HO scale track. At left, ’ve drawn a 
yard and terminal and _ reversing 
loop; at right, ’'ve drawn a moun- 
tainous area; in between, I’ve indi- 
cated a simple narrow connecting 
“neck” which may be as long as you 
please—width is not indicated but is 
assumed to be a foot or less. 

A lot can be said for building either 
4x6 table first. The Sinister yard 
table is all flat track-laying and, if 
narrow gauge is not initially installed 
but just provided for, should have

no great problems. Of course the 
neck should be continued out as far 
as the break, if not father, in order 
that you can: do some switching. If 
your forte is track and switch laying, 
this is your place to begin. The Dex- 
ter mountain table, if finished first, 
would provide a fairly long inside- 
out figure-eight or twice-around oval 
run, with a minimum of “yard” or 
storage trackage—a spur at Highland 
Jct., and two spurs at Dexter which 
will later be shaped into a wye. If 
you like to build mountain scenery, 
this is your place to start. Some un- 
suspected problems crop up now. 
What would be the most suitable type 
of track, roadbed, switches, etc. to 
use on a model pike that is later to 
be dual-gauged? To begin with, the 
plan is drawn to utilize regular No. 
4 switches wit ha 14° frog angle, not 
Custom-Line “No. 45” which have a 
12%° frog angle. Save for non-dead- 
ening of track by these insulated frog 
switches, only the location of the 
switch motor housing need be consid- 
ered, for the 1%° difference in angle 
could be taken care of—no sweat. 
And only one switch motor would 
need to be re-located to the other side 
of the track, the one immediately to 
the left of the “T” in Terminal on the 
Sinister panel. 

For the D&SRR I have come up 
with this recommendation for track 
in to-be-mixed-gauge territory: use 
wooden roadbed, either plain flat 
wood with flexible track and Atlas 
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kits, or Tru-Scale milled roadbed and 
switch-blocks, with the same switch 
kits or equivalent spiked down. Of 
course at such spots as just below 
Sinister station where the narrow 
gauge yard begins, you will at the 
beginning put in switch blocks, even 
though the switches, later to be in- 
stalled, will be narrow gauge only. 
Outside of mixed gauge territory, use 
any track, switches, or roadbed you 
please. 

The third rail for narrow gauge 
will present no great problems. You 
simply spike it in place, noting (as 
per switch diagrams) that the rail 
common to both standard and nar- 
row gauge is on the side with the 
hatch marks. If you begin work on 
the high 16” radius Alpine oval on 
the Dexter table, you will have 
strictly narrow gauge track to build, 
with one switch at the front to swing 
down hill and around 15” r. curve to 
joint the end of the Highland Jct. 
spur. The switch at Highland Jct. is 
the only full mixed gauge switch 
(No. 4R) on the whole layout. It 
doesn’t take much thought to suggest 
to yourself that this need not be a 
full switch, since the dual gauge ex- 
tending a foot more up-hill is of 
little value except for switching. But 
the particular turnoff of mixed or 
narrow gauge from standard gauge 
away from the side of the common 
rail is one of the tougher types to 
build—so why not get the advantage 
and appearance of at least one com-

plete mixed gauge switch? They can 
be bought, if you fear to make one, 
but then if you fear very much, may- 
be you don’t belong in narrow gauge 
at all: one of its fascinations is that 
it is not all cut and dried as regular 
HO has become! 

From Highland Jct. the third rail 
curves around and down along the 
right wall to pass through both 
switches at Dexter, as indicated by 
the diagrams which are offset to the 
left for convenience in drawing. 
Notice that these are not mixed 
gauge switches, but simply standard 
gauge switches with a third rail run 
through. What you do is start be- 
hind the switch—from the frog end 
—and lay the inner third rail up to 
the closure rail, taper it to fit, and 
solder it in place. Then you file or 
grind a flangeway through said 
closure rail, then continue the run- 
ning rail after filing it, too, to fit and 
soldering same to other side of 
closure rail, and filing a flangeway 
through it. It is easier to do than to 
explain. There must be an additional 
guard rail for this new frog, and the 
inner third rail may need to be filed 
out at the bottom to avoid hitting the 
throw-bar, etc. of the switch being 
thus partially dual gauged. Note that 
there should be an insulated joint 
ahead of each such switch so that 
throwing the standard gauge switch 
will not short out the track via the 
new narrow gauge frog. The insulat- 
ed joint neéd not be as close to the 
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switch as drawn, but may be more 
conveniently placed: the one for the 
No. 6L switch on the left part of the 
neck also serves for the No. 4R switch 
leading to the Dexter standard gauge 
wye. 

Below Sinister where the narrow 
gauge yard diverges, the standard 
gauge inner rail (of the curve) con- 
tinues right on through, all switches 
being strictly narrow gauge as 
drawn. You will, however, have to 
add a few extra guard rails, opposite 
the narrow gauge frogs, on that inner 
standard-gauge-only rail. Put them 
in with spikes or cement, being sure 
they fit snugly base-to-base against 
the running rail even if you have to 
cut recesses for spikes or staples. 

I show no turntable for the narrow 
gauge. A small one might be append- 
ed near Sinister station, extending 
beyond the edge of the table. Another 
way would be to continue the mixed 
gauge track through the yard ladder 
switches past Sinister station, then 
through a full mixed gauge switch at 
entrance to turntable lead track. 
Engines could then back into the 
present turntable, although the three- 
rail mixed gauge track would have 
to “swish” into four rails — narrow 
gauge rails centered between stand- 
ard gauge — before getting to the 
turntable. 

Controls are needed as follows: A 
is the main line trackage (standard 
and mixed gauge) on the Dexter 
table, while Z, when you get to it, is 


the narrow gauge only part—don’t 
miss the pair of insulated joiners at 
the back of the narrow gauge oval. 
B is the neck and is a reversing sec- 
tion, meaning that it MUST have a 
separate direction control from the 
other parts of the pike. C is the yard 
for standard gauge, while D is the 
narrow gauge yard. It might be desir- 
able to insert another pair of insu- 
lated rail joiners—nay, trio, one for 
each rail — just behind the sand 
tower, in order that the approaches 
to the narrow gauge yard would be 
controllable separately from the con- 
necting neck trackage. 

The reversing section idea could 
be eliminated by doing away with 
the No. 6R crossover on the Sinister 
part of the neck, and continuing the 
second track all the way over to Dex- 
ter where the No. 4R switch for 
Dexter wye would be eliminated. 
You’d also have to do away with the 
curved part of the wye to the right 
of Dexter station, which passes under 
the curved trestle. Such simplifica- 
tion would then eliminate five 
switches besides avoiding a reversing 
section, if that is what you’d prefer. 

What can you do on the S&D? 
Any domestic or imported locomotive 
that will take 18” radius curves, any 
passenger car that will do the same 
(shorter ones look better), and any 
freight car. In narrow gauge, you 
must use equipment that will take 
15” radius curves. Do not be discour- 
aged by advertising minimums s&

No town is complete without its firehouse and the 
real fire buff will also want a complete comple- 
ment of authentic and highly detailed fire engines 
of different periods out front. 


Ladder truck is customized Viking model 62n ($1.35) imported by 
Nathan Preston, P. O. Box 187, Des Plaines, Illinois.Steve Ahlstedt 
took off the European cab and substituted Chevrolet cab. Other 
Viking trucks are also suitable for use as fire vehicles. 
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Fire chasing is a hobby which ap- 
peals to many and most model rails 
undoubtedly appreciate the beauty 
of modern and old fire fighting 
equipment. Certainly the fire house 
is deserving of a spot on the layout. 

Dan Donnellan, whose Stoney- 
brook village recently graced these 
pages, as did his rapid transit line, 
has come up with a Stoneybrook fire 
house to add to his early century 
city. Dan got his inspiration from the 
Ramsey, New Jersey firehouse locat- 
ed diagonally across the Erie Rail- 
road tracks from the RMC editorial 
offices. 

The model is a simple boxlike 
structure of Northeastern clapboard 
siding (the prototype is yellow brick). 
Window openings were cut into the 
wood to fit cast metal Model Hobbies 
windows. Plastic roof shingle ma-

Fire engines in model form are 
scarce. Vintage wagons are offered 
by Jordan Models, P. O. Box 5191, 
Gross Pointe 36, Michigan. The Model 
T shown in the pictures is a plastic 
kit retailing at $1.50. A 1910 roadster 
is used as the Chief’s car, also by 
Jordan and lists at $1.00. These kits 
are readily customized. 

More modern fire engines are of- 
fered by Viking Models through 
Nathan Preston & Co., P. O. Box 187, 
Des Plaines, Illinois. Preston has a 
jadder truck at $1.35 and a pumper 
at $1.25. Both are assembled. While 
most modelers will use these vehicles 
as is, they are of European design. 
However the plastic construction 
makes it easy to customize both these 
vehicles and substitute U. S. design 
cabs. Another fire engine is offered 
in the Renwal House A’Fire kit but 
is not offered separately. All of the 
engines look better when repainted 
and given prototypical lettering. They 
also look better when embellished 
with lost wax detail parts. An ancient

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RAMBEY, SJ 
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YARD BLACKSMITH SHOP

When the author spotted this oldtime blacksmith 
shop still in use on the Norfolk Southern, he rustled 
his bones and came up with a dandy little model 
that clearly shows the interior. 








I RUBBED my eyes in disbelief and 
looked again as I stood before the 
little structure in the Norfolk South- 


ern yards. Time seemed to have 
jumped backward, lopping off half 
a century at a whack. Here was a 
yard blacksmith shop that looked 
almost primitive in this day of power 
tools. A dismantled grindstone wheel 
leaned against the end of the work-, 
bench by the open doorway. A large 
vise was bolted to the bench. Near 
the center of the shop was an anvil 
on a block, a metal forge, and a rusty 
stove. Over in a corner were a couple 
of car jacks and a maul. Spare parts 
were stored on a lower shelf of the 
workbench. I felt as though I’d found 
a gold mine. 

I’d seen the structure from a little 
distance as I stopped to watch the 
shunting of some cars, so I stepped 
over to the little brick yard office to 
request permission to inspect it more 
closely. “Go ahead,” I was advised 
after explaining why I wanted to see 
it, “you can have the building too, 
if you want it.” A right liberal offer, 
but since I was afoot, I graciously 
declined. 

After making a sketch of it I re- 
turned to the office for more infor- 
mation. Nobody seemed to recall just 
when it had been built but one train- 
man volunteered the information 
that its present covering (scraps of 
sheetmetal) had come off a structure 
which had been torn down some 


years ago. “Yes,” a yardman said, 
“they still occasionally use the shop 
when some minor repairs had to be 
made on the spot.’ I wondered, since 
there were no doors, why, in the 
light of so much present day vanda- 
lism and stealing, that it wasn’t 
stripped. “Hell, man,” said a clerk, 
“after these trainmen get through 
taking what they want there isn’t 
much of anything left worth steal- 
ing.” 

I’ve modeled it just as I found it 
except that instead of flat tin cover- 
ing I used some scraps of capped 
Northeastern siding, 1/16”, with 1/8” 
spacing, V-ing the caps with a chisel 
so as to simulate crimped metal sheet 
siding. On three sides, that is... I 
ran short and used for one wall some 
1/16” Northeastern corrugated 
(wood) siding. I painted the walls 
with aluminum paint, then mixing 
some thinned brownish coloring to 
represent rust and age, I smeared 
this on unevenly. 

This is a modeler’s dream—no win- 
dows and no doors—just two mouse 
holes of doorways to cut. A couple 
of evenings should see it finished, 
detailing and all...I think. Me, I 
work an hour or so, then prop my 
feet up and read awhile, or maybe 
go for a walk, so I have no concep- 
tion of the actual time I spend at a 
project. 

No need of a bill of materials for 
this little gem since almost any little 





scraps will do. So let’s begin. Cut 
two sides, each 8’x20’ and two ends 
each 12’ wide by 8’ at the eaves and 
13’ at the peak. From one end and 
one side cut a doorway as shown in 
the drawings. I beveled the ends of 
each piece on a sanding board, mak- 
ing mitered corners. If you prefer 
plain corners, cut the sides 8’x19’ and 
fit them inside the ends. 

Although the shop had a dirt floor, 
a wood floor is a necessity in our 
model if the interior is to be detailed. 
I used a thin floor of 1/32” sheet 
balsa, first adding some 6” x 12” 
strips (1/16” x 1/8” in HO) around 
the inside of three walls, just 1/32” 
up from the bottoms. This left a good 
overhang to which the floor could be 
cemented flush with the bottom. 
Notice that the doorway on the side 
has a sill extending across the bot- 
tom, worn down in the middle by 
countless footsteps and heavy ob- 
jects drawn across it. Make this 
9” x 9” or 12” x 12” and thin down 
the middle of it. I painted the floor 
brown to simulate dirt, and stained 
the walls a murky gray. 

The roof is removable, made of 
two pieces of 1/16” balsa, each 
1344’ x 23’, beveled at the top and 
cemented. Once the cement has set, 
turn it over and add two triangular 
braces of 1/8” balsa the shape of 
the end gables. Correctly placed they 
give the roof a snug fit. I cyt a hole 
in the center of the roof, 2’ x 3’ and 
then made the cupola of balsa to fit 
over it. To make the cupola roof the 
same pitch, cut two pieces of 1/16” 
balsa 3%’ x 7’, bevel and cement the 
edges as it rests on the peak of the 
shop roof. Then attach ends and legs 
and cement in place. Behind it is the 
smokejack for the stove. The cupola 
carries off the smoke and fumes from 
the forge which should be set di- 
rectly beneath it. I painted the legs 
and ends of the cupola brown, but 
instead of squares of rusty metal on 
the roof I used roll roofing. Mix rail- 
road paint to a dark gray, give the 
roof a thick coating then squirt some 
powdered graphite on and mess it 
around. When dry paint the roofing 
paper lines with a bit of darker paint. 

Now for the interior fittings. The 
workbench is 214%’ wide by 10’ long 
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and 2%’ high. I fashioned the bench 
vise from a strip of solder using small 
files.” Being unable to find my West- 
on anvil I fashioned one from some 
lead, using small files, then glued it 
to a sawed-off tree trunk with Plio- 
bond. The grindstone wheel which 
was so conspicuous, had to be there, 
so I sawed off a thin slice of chalk 
and sanded it even thinner then 
grayed it with diluted paint. The 
forge, should you wish to reproduce 
it... well, you all know what a 
barbecue grill looks like .. . y'know, 
every modeler should have an old 
Sears or Ward catalog—handiest 
thing ever for such information. To 
make my forge I took four pieces of 
soft brass wire, each about an inch 
long, then wrapped a fifth piece 
around the center of these and solder- 
ed it. Then I spread the legs, nipped 
them off at the proper length, curled 
the top wires, or rather flattened 
them to take the hearth pan which 
I made from a bit of 1/16” balsa 
about 2’ x 2%’, fastening it to the 
legs with Pliobond, the hood is made 
of paper. Don’t ask me how—I just 
fussed till I got it and then cemented 
it to the hearth pan. Paint it a brown- 
ish rust color and you’ve got it. 

So there’s your blacksmith shop, 
still in service in 1965, but even 
more in keeping should your pike 
date back to the beginning of the 
century. 
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The author's model is completely detailed inside, using castings by 
Rollins House and Model Engineering Works and others. These cast- 
ings are essential, as are the drums, pickaxe, and other scrap parts 


scattered around the building. Don't forget workmen.

A? TIMES you will run across a 
steam locomotive that has one of 
the problems cited in the title. Tilt is 
just that, perhaps to one side, but 
more often fore and aft, as in fig. 1 
where the tilt is exaggerated. “Gapo- 
sis” was a word coined by advertising 
writers some years ago to drop hints 
to the ladies that they should use 
zippers rather than snaps on their 
dress plackets to avoid having them 
gap open. It has been adopted by 
more than a few model rails to indi- 
cate an engine or tender that sits so 
high that excessive daylight is visible 
between boiler and drivers, or be- 
tween tender and trucks. 

Primarily I am talking about im- 
ported brass engines or ones you 
cross-kit or make yourself, since all 
the American made engines have 
been on the market in one form or 
another for long enough for tenden- 
cies toward tilt or gaposis to have 
been corrected. 

The down-at-the-heels tilt as per 
fig. 1 comes first. Be sure that it is 
not caused by a downward kink in 
the frame or frame extension above 
the trailing truck. This can usually 
be repaired by removing motor and 
trailing truck, and pressing the kink 
straight. If your trailing truck rubs 
the firebox edge, this is probably 
what is wrong. 

Of course real tilts are not as bad 
as drawn, but are imperceptible until 
you really study what is wrong with 
the appearance of the engine, par- 
ticularly in how it lines up with the 
top of the tender. You probably will 
find it easiest to level off the super- 
structure by raising the back thereof. 
It is probably attached to the frame 
by two mounting screws, either up 
into the bottom of the cab (or a. 
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odel steam locomotives now and again

bracket soldered to the bottom of the 
cab) into slots in the lower extension 
of the rear cab bulkhead. In HO these 
screws are almost always 1.4 mm. 
diameter, but if one gets lost an 0-80 
screw makes a good replacement, 
even though threads are not exactly 
the same. You can insert washers be- 
tween the cab floor and bracket as in 
fig. 2 if the first situation holds good. 
If you don’t have the right washers, 
take a piece of brass or fibre and 
drill holes to clear the screws. The 
washers do not have to be round. 
If, after the screws are inserted you 
find the boiler is level, then try ce- 
menting or soldering the washers to 
either the bracket or the cab floor. 
Where the mounting screws are in 
slots at the rear of cab, simply cut or 
file the slots longer to allow the cab 
to move up higher (or lower, per- 
haps). These slots could really be cut 
through to the outside bottom. 
You may prefer to lower the front 
of the loco rather than raise the rear. 
There are several ways of doing this, 
scmewhat more troublesome. You can 
cut the slot in the frame, in which 
the cylinder sits deeper, as per fig. 4. 
Since this slot will have a floor sol- 
dered in, that must be unsoldered 
first and then resoldered in the lower 
position. You may also cut upward 
into the bottom of the cylinder sad- 
dle (see fig. 5) or, after unsoldering 
and laying aside the flange for re- 
placement, downward into the saddle. 
Such cutting on brass is best done 
with a jeweler’s saw; a must for a 


fellow who is going to fool around 
with cross-kitting or doctoring brass 
engines. A #2/0 blade is best for 
cutting HO sizes of sheet brass. 

I must point out quite frankly that 
lowering the front of an engine as 
above may let you in for a lot of 
troubles. You see, the center-line of 
the driver axles should conicide with 
the center line of the cylinders. This 
is shown in figs. 1 and 4. (The ver- 
tical center line of the cylinders 
should conicide with the stack on’ 
nonarticulated American steam pow- 
er, too.) You can fudge a little, not 
more than 1/32” or maybe 1/16” in 
how much these horizontal center 
lines coincide, but very much dis- 
crepancy will be as noticeable or 
worse than the original tilt (fig. 1) 
you are trying to correct. You also 
will have the engine steps (fig. 1) 
pushing too hard against the running 
board or the pilot beam. You’ll prob- 
ably have to remove the engine steps, 
cut off a little from their sides, and 
replace. If they are built up rather 
than cast, you will have a sweet time 
if they become unsoldered: hence, 
just tack-solder them in place. Some- 
times these are soldered to the pilot 
beam, sometimes to the running 
board. (One O gauge engine I worked 
on recently had ’em attached at both 
ends with screws and just lucky I 
spotted the screws!) 

If you do not cut down the height 
of the engine steps in such a lowered 
front end, your pilot may be forced 
down and rub the track. In this in- 
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stance, you will have to jeweler’s saw 
enough off the bottom of the pilot to 
clear the rails. (Or unsolder it and 
raise it, a tougher job.) 

A forced or bent-down pilot may 
rub the pilot wheel on the left side 
causing a short-circuit from time to 
time. The sparks are easily spotted 
by running the loco in the dark. 
Hence you may need to install small- 
er pilot truck wheels. This may also 
be the case if you decide to lower the 
cylinders per figs. 4 or 5. Alternately 
you may be able to lengthen the pilot 
truck. 

If you wish to raise rather than 
lower the front of the boiler, you may 
insert a washer or spacer under the 
cylinder block or curve a duplicate 
of the cylinder saddle flange and put 
it against the smokebox. 

An engine that is tilted to one side 
should be studied carefully from each 
end. Sometimes loosening the mount- 
ing screws and adjusting the tilt out 
before tightening the screws will fix 
it. If the pilot beam is parallel to the 
rail-heads, and the running boards 
are parallel to the pilot beam, per- 
haps your cab is canted. Sometimes 
this can be twisted aright by hand, 
but you may have to follow the cor- 
rection described in fig. 6. Sometimes 
a boiler may appear to be tilted side- 
ways when only the boiler front has 
become slightly twisted. This can be 
adjusted by hand, or by prying out 
the boiler front and inserting it cor- 
rectly. 

One collector bought a hundred 
dollar locomotive and after checking 
it against plans and photos decided to 
return it even though it was a beau- 
tiful job — the cab was too high! This 
is not too easy to fix but it can be 
done, per fig 6. You have to unsolder 
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Swissvale scratchbuilt HO model by veteran modeler Lewis Austin 
has somewhat more air under boiler than is acceptable today due to 
many fine lost wax castings now offered in HO and O. But 20 or 25 
years ago such details were unknown and a model such as this was 
the acme of perfection. Still is, with a few extra parts. 


Gorgeously handcrafted IHB 0-8-0 displays some air under her boiler, 
about as much as would be found on the prototype. As locomotives 
got bigger, air under the boiler became less and less. “O" model. 
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the cab from the firebox, cut a new 
curve in its front bulkhead to allow 
it to sit lower, and resolder in place. 
Not so fast there, Bill. . . . Before at- 
tempting to unsolder the cab, you 
must remove from it any walkways 
under the cab sides, and steps up to 
running board ahead of the cab. Be 
sure hand-rails and pipes, which run 
into front of cab are not soldered, 
And of course remove it from its 
mounting bracket underneath, if any. 

You unsolder the cab. I use the 
carbon electrode soldering tweezers, 
pressing them either inside the fire- 
box where the front bulkhead abuts, 
or outside, on the firebox just ahead 
of the cab. As you heat one side, 
gently pry the firebox away from the 
cab with a screwdriver and let it cool. 
Then do the other side the same way. 
You may have to work around to the 
top, but chances are that it will be 
hot enough that if you have leather 
gloves, you can simply bend it off, 
pulling the solder apart. In putting 
the cab back, you use a soldering gun 
and tack a place at one lower edge, 
check for squareness, then the other, 
completing the soldering job with ei- 
ther gun or tweezers. Beware: some 
cabs have tabs which interlock into 
slots in the firebox. 

Lowering a whole superstructure 
by reducing height of rear mounting 
bracket or lengthening the slots (the 
reverse of figs. 2 and 3) and by low- 
ering the cylinders (as figs. 4 and 5) 
may cause interference by the dum- 
my driver springs with the boiler, but 
this should be checked before you do 
it. Lowering a boiler is a good way to 
eliminate gaposis on a _ locomotive, 
although one other consideration is 
whether the motor will need also to 
be lowered or filed round at its back, 
rear, top. If you have prototype plans 
and a scale ruler or calipers you 
should try to make over-all height 
correct. As a rule of thumb, this is 
around 15’2” for eastern road steam 
engines, and 16’0” for western roads. 

Tender gaposis is often more no- 
ticeable than on locomotives. One 
way of fixing this, where you have 
six wheel trucks, is shown in fig. 7. 
You simply take out the four bolster 
screws that hold on the side frames,

“Steam Locos In Japan,” 55 plans, 
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and invert the bolster. This lowers 
the tender so much that spacer wash- 
ers will be needed to keep it from 
being too low. Often parts of the 
tender underframe will need to be 
removed to give clearance. Be sure 
that the wheels do not rub the under- 
side of the tender or any of its mem- 
bers, and that the side frames do not 
rub any part of the tender. 

Another way of eliminating tender 
gaposis (shown in fig. 8) requires 
the use of a lathe to cut back the 
shoulder on the two tender truck 
mounting studs, and resoldering them 
deeper into the floor, level of course 
so trucks are not tilted. This may 
lower the wireless drawbar so much 
that it will not stay coupled to the 
engine, or, alternately, the pin will 
not stay in the hole in the drawbar 
on engine. In this instance the wire- 
less drawbar may be given a jog up- 
wards, bending with two pair of long- 
nose pliers. 

If the whole locomotive is too high, 
you can lower it about 1/32” as per 
fig. 9. All you do is insert spacer 
strips 1/32” (or whatever) thick un- 
der the axleboxes, forcing them up 
higher into the frame, assuming that 
it is sprung. This then lowers the 
frame and the whole locomotive. Ac- 
tually the spacers should be soldered 
to the top of the retainer plate. 

To be sure, your engine should be 
100% true to protoype in all possible 
dimensions, and these difficulties of 
tilt and gaposis should not be. But 
unless you do all the building your- 
self and are extremely particular and 
have just the right tools and equip- 
ment, let’s face it, it’ll depart from 
100% quite a bit. If you are cross- 
kitting, switching parts around be- 
tween two engines with additional 
lost wax castings, you must make 
compromises which may make one 
acquainted with the prototype. Luck- 
ily, in a way, prototype steamers are 
no longer around. And even those 
that have been preserved represent 
only one of a group. Steam locos went 
through the shops from time to time 
and both major and minor details 
were changed: tender, trucks, booster, 
cab, driver size and type, valve gear, 
piping, etc. 

If you can get hold of a 1%” scale 
erection drawing and a group of 
photos, you’ll really be surprised if 
you take calipers and check even the 
highest priced hand-made model. 
There are always numerous devia- 
tions you can find if you try hard 
enough, disregarding the way frames 
and running gear have been conven- 
tionalized. A few fellows cause them- 
selves a lot of worry by insisting on 
a trueness to prototype that can often 
not be substantiated and may, indeed, 
exist only in the faltering videoscope 
of nostalgia. Many good modelers who 
are particular, but who can make 
changes desired, soon come to accept 
certain discrepancies as long as they 
do not spoil the over-all effect.

include any better solutions in a fu- 
ture column so that we may all 
benefit. 
Sant 
Bob Nock of Reading, Pennsylvania 
whose father works for a railroad 
suggests that in our model railroads 
our blocking of trains need not be 
restricted to actual switching require- 
ments. Bob points out that both the 
railroads themselves as well as the 
1.C.C. have certain rules governing 
the placement of cars in a train, 
which must be followed. In general 
these rules are based upon safety to 
both crew and public. Bob has culled 
through these rules and come up with 
a list which he uses as general rules 
governing the operation of his road. 
RULES GOVERNING THE HAN- 
DLING, BLOCKING, AND PLACE- 
MENT OF CARS 
1. Safety is everybody’s business. 
2. Before moving cars crews must 
make certain that all drafts, (strings 
or cuts of cars), are properly coupled 
by ‘stretching’ cars, (slowly taking 
up the slack), to be certain that all 
couplings have been properly made. 
—This is an ideal rule for use in 
model railroad operation and you'll 
find that most will insist upon a 
visual check of all couplings before 
the train leaves a station. Many 
call this inspection an air brake 
check and do it because incorrect 
or false couplings often cause de- 
railments.— 
3. Cars placed on sidings or spurs 


RAILROAD MODEL CRAFTSMAN 


must not obstruct crossings. When- 
ever cars are placed in yards or on 
other tracks, they must be placed 
so as to provide sufficient clearance 
to avoid damage. 

—This rule includes making cer- 
tain that cars are clear of switch 
fouling points and proper wheel 
blocking is supplied at points where 
the track is on a grade. Individual 
ties can be used on the model rail- 
road for blocking wheels though 
your crews will have to be alert in 
order to prevent derailments when 
at a later time they couple up with 
such cars. On my own A. & LP. 
our crews in their desire to get on 
with the job often overlooked these 
blocking ties so we now use colored 
glass headed pins which are easily 
visible from the operating posi- 
tions.—

b. Any car placarded “Dangerous” 
or “Dangerous Class 0 Poison”. 

c. An engine. 

d. Any placarded tank car. 

e. Any wooden underframe car, ex- 
cept narrow gauge. 

f. Any loaded flat car. 

g. Any open top car, (gondola, hop- 
per, etc.), when lading extends 
beyond the sides or ends there- 
of. 

h. Any cars equipped with auto- 
matic refrigeration or any ap- 
paratus utilizing an open flame 
or internal combustfon engine.

The prototype operated with either 
Taylor or C-80-P truck and was 
equipped with Van Dorn couplers. 
The body was painted maroon with 
tan roof, yellow lettering, and black 
trim. Decals are available for C&LE.

Nickel Plate Berkshire: HO 
Imported from Italy by Associated 
Hobby Manufacturers, Inc., 3214 
North Boudinot St., Philadelphia 34,

A production sample of the new 

AHM Nickel Plate Berkshire has just 
arrived here direct from the Riva- 
rossi factory in Como, Italy. If 
Michaelangelo did a superb job chop- 
ping away at marble, his ancestors 
are doing an equally fine job of pro- 
ducing beautifully detailed HO loco- 
motives. 
’ Associated Hobby Manufacturer’s 
model represents one of the last types 
of 2-8-4 built for the NKP by Lima 
Locomotive Works. The model comes 
ready to run with Nickel Plate Road 
lettering in yellow. (Also optionally 
available with Pere Marquette letter- 
ing). The drive is similar to that 
found in the AHM C&O Y-6b (re- 
viewed in Test Track, RMC April ’65 
p. 60). A Rivarossi DC permag motor 
mounted in the cab delivers power to 
a horizontal drive shaft connected 
with a gear box, plastic with bronze 
bearings, that in turn deliver power 
to another worm and gear set that 
powers the drivers. If this sounds 
complicated, the noise from the loco 
as it operates belies the mechanism 
which is far quieter than most brass 
jobs. 

How about the rest of the locomo- 
tive? The superstructure and tender 
shell and floor are molded plastic, 
black except for the gray tender 
floor. All trucks on the locomotive 
and tender are a very realistic dark 
grey having an excellent dusty look 


which still shows all detail clearly. 

Tender trucks are 6-wheel Buck- 
eye, unsprung, complete with integ- 
rally molded simulated brake shoes. 
All wheels are nickel silver with in- 
sulated plastic inserts. The two end 
wheels of each truck, left side are 
equipped with metal pressure discs 
that transmit the current from the 
locomotive back to the track. 

A wireless drawbar connects loco 
and tender, two holes being provided. 
Where the locomotive is to be used 
on sharp radii, the long drawbar hole 
should be used. 

Locomotive drivers are also metal 
rimmed. The molded counterweights 
are of three different sizes as per the 
prototype. All valve gear parts are 
nickel silver stampings except for a 
blackened valve gear hanger and 
crosshead. Pilot and trailing trucks 
have springing devices to prevent 
easy derailment and also aid in cen- 
tering of the pilot truck. 

Locomotive frame is_ blackened 
stamped metal atop of which is 
mounted simulated leaf springs. All 
piping is molded into the boiler ex- 
cept for the handrails and uncoupling 
rod mounted on the pilot. 

A bulb mounted in the boiler il- 
luminates the two headlights. Letter- 
ing on the loco includes the number 
“779” on the cab and “NYC&STL” on 
the rectangular sand dome. 

List price of the loco and tender, 
ready to run painted, is $27.95. The 
engine performed very smoothly on 
both 18-inch and 22-inch radius on 
our test layout, through switches, 
both forward and reverse. A dummy 
AAR coupler is mounted on the pilot 
and an NMRA type horn coupler on 
the tender. The tender coupler is 
easily replaced. Flanges are European 
standard. We expect to see a lot of 
these locos running on HO pikes in 
our travels. She’s a real beauty.

man section sleeper, combine, and 
observation car. As with the others, 
this car was made at Rivarossi’s 
Como, Italy, plant. 

Our sample was ready to run, pre- 
painted tuscan red with black roof 
and Pennsylvania Railroad lettering. 
Except for the two service doors to 
the kitchen, the car has no doors for 
passenger entrance. Passengers would 
enter only from the two vestibule 
end doors. Overall detail is generally 
similar to the other cars in the series, 
previously reviewed (RMC Jan. ’65, 
p. 47). 

Unusual features worth repeating 
include the molded-in end gates 
which would be. seen whenever the 
car is operated at the tail end of a 
train. Roof detail consists of a num- 
ber of hatches and vents over the 
kitchen area only, plus louvered 
openings in the clerestory portion of 
the monitor roof, again over the 
kitchen area. There are no air-con- 
ditioning ducts. 

Trucks are detailed, all-plastic 
pieces with NMRA-type horn couplers 
attached. The coupler swivel per- 
mits these cars to negotiate an 18 
inch radius easily with the coupler 
always centered over the track. We 
have removed the entire coupler as- 
sembly from a few of the earlier re- 
leases in this series, replacing them 
with Kadee magnetic MKD type 
couplers, body mounted. There is a 
distinct improvement in appearance 
of the entire car, especially in view 
of the near-prototypical look of the 
Kadee. At the same time, the car 
will no longer take anywhere near 
a 22 inch curve. We did not attempt 
to mount Kadee couplers on the truck 
extension bar holding the horn 
coupler but no doubt it could be done. 

Truck detail is pleasing. Wheels 
are also molded on steel needle bear- 
ing axles and are made to European 
standards. We ran the cars over our 
test layout and the cars ran beauti- 
fully over both 18 and 22 inch radius,

including backing up on 18 inch radi- 
us through switches. All rails are 
standard code 100. 

Also tested were the PRR Pullman 
“James Logan” and the combine let- 
tered for the Pennsylvania Limited. 
Note that these are the standard 
series of cars, not the deluxe series 
due for later release and having com- 
plete interior detail. 

If the cars suffer from any major 
omission, it is probably in the lack 
of diaphragms. Wright MHP diaph- 
ragms would probably do the trick, 
especially where the cars are oper- 
ated on wide radius track. Diaph- 
ragms can cause trouble on very 
sharp curves. 

The diner and the Pennsy lettered 
cars will be welcome additions to 
many model pikes. List price, $3.50.

Construction follows normal La- 
Belle construction, with a multitude 
of close fitting intricate wood parts. 
Parts are accurately milled and re- 
quire only reasonable care in trim- 
ming of the smaller pieces with a 
really sharp modelers knife. Sanding 
is always recommended to eliminate 
the possibility of fuzz which could

The one tricky part in the construc- 
tion is in the cutting out of the door 
openings. We suggest cementing the 
sides to thin paper and cutting after 
the cement has set. 

No material was furnished for the 
corner reinforcing plates at the sills. 
Paper, card, thin brass, or aluminum 
-foil (Reynolds Wrap, for one) are 
all suitable for this puropse. 

The only parts which we felt 
weren’t up to normal LaBelle quality 
on this model were the turnbuckles 
for the truss rods. Critical modelers 
may want to check out their model 
railroad shop dealer for better ones 
when they buy the kit. 





Another similar kit for an Illinois 
Central box car is covered in the 
same instruction sheet. Aside from 
differences resulting from being a 
boxcar, construction is generally 
identical and most of the comments 
here would apply equally. 

If you’ve built some intermediate 
kits, you should be ready for this 
type of real craftsman kit. All it 
takes is a little care, a moderate 
assortment of good hand tools 
(modeler’s knife, razor, saw, HO scale 
rule, needle nose pliers, and a screw- 
driver), and a few evenings of time. 
The result should be an outstanding 
model well worth the $4.25 list price.

0-6-0 Camelback 

G. D.: Where can I purchase a model 
of the 0-6-0 camelback switcher 
shown on p. 39 of May ’65 RMC, as 
used by BO on Staten Island Rapid 
Transit lines. 

ANSWER: None is on the market. 
You’d have to build if you wanted 
an exact model, either from original 
plans if obtainable or from photo- 
graphs. It is also possible to take a kit 
or RTR 0-6-0 switcher and modify 
it, even to the extent of a new super- 
structure. This might be a good place 
to start such work since you would 
be assured of a good running gear. 


Lead Truck Trouble 

P. M.: My Civil War mogul (2-6-0) 
has a lead truck that drags on the 
ties and gets caught on the switches. 
Do you know how to fix this? 
ANSWER: Are the wheels revolving? 
If not, work them free and lubricate 
the axle. Are the wheels in gauge— 
dropping down between the rails or 
outside the rails? If not in gauge, 
press them in or out as needed. It 
also occurs to me that your track 
may not be put together tightly, mak- 
ing wheels bounce off. I once had an- 
other engine similar to this and 
found that somehow or other the 
lead truck had been put on upside 
down! 


Magnifying 

W. MclI.: Even though I had new 
glasses prescribed a few months ago, 
I still have some difficulty in getting 
the clear vision of the small parts 
and fine work I would like to do in 
modeling. Do many modelers use aids 
to vision such as magnifiers of vari- 
ous kinds, or is this considered 
“chicken”? 

ANSWER: Many modelers who build, 
assemble, modify or detail trains do, 


particularly in HO gauge and smaller. 
It is possible to assemble the average 
kit without magnifier of any kind, 
but to “get right down in there” and 
see what is what, you need some kind 
of aid. In spotting and drilling a tiny 
hole, a magnifier is a great aid. Noth- 
ing chicken about it. 

There are several makes of binocu- 
lar magnifiers on the market, offer- 
ing several different strengths each. 
These focus at definite distances from 
the eyes, the closer the more power- 
ful. Distant vision is obtained by 
looking out from under, or flipping 
the hood up. (If you wear bi-focals, 
a need to look beyond the range of 
the close-up part will necessitate 
flipping up the hood). 

Monocular magnifiers are called 
loupes and are used by watchmakers 
and jewelers. If you wear glasses, 
a loupe can be clipped to the frame 
to flip up and down as you will. If 
you don’t wear glasses, a plastic loupe 
need not be squinched in the eye- 
socket but may be held by a piece 
of spring steel around the back of the 
noggin. The one advantage of the 
loupe is that if you learn to keep 
the other eye OPEN too, you can use 
that as well as peripheral vision 
around the “louped” eye to look near- 
by as well as at a distance. 


Scale Cars For Tinplate Track 
Several Readers: Where can I get 
scale freight cars for use on tinplate 
track? 
ANSWER: Suggest you send for cata- 
logs of the various 0 scale manufac- 
turers, including the following: All- 
Nation Line, P. O. Box 145, Des 
Plaines, Illinois (new catalog now in 
preparation but may be some months 
before it is ready.) A-N does have 
freight car kits available with tin- 
plate flanges and couplers to match 
Lionel.
